Ono  of  the  most  lintGrostJnr.,  ca".  rs  open  to  the 
young  forestor,  provided  ho  has  the  inclination,  the  tal- 
ent, and  the  training  for  it,  is  in  the  field  of  public 
relations*  Or,  as  newspaper  men  term  it,  publicity  v/ork. 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  the  American  con- 
servation movement  has  the  need  been  so  great  ns  it  is 

nov;  fot  men  willing  and  able  to  interpret  forestry 

its  aims  and  accomplishments.  For  people  today  are  con- 
scious of  forestry  as  a  nationil  effort  as  they  never 
have  been  before.  They  read  in  the  daily  press'  and  the 
magazines  about  the  Emergency  Conservation  Work  progr nm, 
about  erosion  control,  about  the  Great  Plains  Shelter- 
belt,  about  reforestation  rnd   forest  fires.  But  do  they 
understand  v/hat  they  read?  The  truth  is,  tho^  do  not. 

Foresters  are  essentially  men  of  action,  .ks    a 
matter  of  fact,  most  of  us  enter  forestry  because,  more 
than  any  other  orofession  you  might  name,  it  offers  a 
lifG  of  outdoor  activity.  In  short,  a  crreor  that  is 
occasionally  hard  physically,  but  always  interesting. 
Consequently  foresters,  as  a  class,  are  prone  to  busy 
themselves  with  their  daily  tasks  and  leave  the  telling 
about  them  to  others. 

Unfortunately,  the  information  that  the  public 
receives  about  the  v/ork  of  the  forestor  is  frequently 
misleading,  often  fictionized,  and  sometimes  untrue. 
And  the  reason  for  this  condition  is,  thnt  foresters 
either  will  not  or  c^Jinot  explain  themselves  and  their  v/ork 
to  the  public  in  terms  that  it  c^m  understand. 

There  are  able  men  in  forestry  writing  highly 
creditable  publicity,  but  more  are  needed.  HBPeupon,  the 
question  presents  itself,  "V/hat  qualifications  should  th© 
young  forester  possess  in  order  to  prepare  himself  for 
specialization  in  this  work?"  Ncwsp.apor  training,  though 
desirable,  is  not  absolutely  essential.  IVliat  is  required 
is  a  certain  flair  for  that  type  of  job,  a  broad  back- 
ground of  general  reading,  and  the  ability  to  write  intell- 
igible English^ 

B?;  a  flair  for  the  job  is  meant  the  possession 
of  a  nose  for  nev/s  and  the  urge  to  tell  it.  Not,  be  it 
understood  merely  the;  desire  to  repeat  gossip,  but  rather 
to  acquire  interesting  inform.ation  and  impart  it  to  others.

The    scope    of   forestry   is   broadening   so  rapidly

He   needs   the   compsnlgnship 
of   other  men,    the   contact   of  personalities,    the   exchange 
or   thought   in  order   to  maintain  his  mental   equilibrium 
and   an  unbiased   and  unprejudiced  viewpoint   on   life, 
ihough  the  poets  have    sung  of   the    joys    and   the  beauty 
of   contact  with  nature,    this    alone    is  not   enough, 
interchange  of  human  thought   is    as  necessary   to    a  full, 
rich  personality   as   feed   and   drink  to    a  healthy  body. 

But  what    about    the   forester   in   the   lonely  post 
Whose    contacts   with  men   are   often  limited  to  his^ccasional 
visits   to   town?  How  fortunate  he   is    if  he  has   developed 
the    reading  habit.    There    is    a  companion  for    everv  mood. 
Mark  Twain  will   relive   our   own  boyhood  for  us.  Underneath 
his  humor,    for    those   who  will   look,    is  his    incessant 
tirade    against   religious    intolerance,    social    intolerance, 
intolerance    and   false   doctrines   of    all   kinds.    Only   the 
careful   reader   gets  many  of  Twain's   real  messages    cloaked 
under    an   ironic  humor.    Then   there    are    the   nrture   writers. 
Burroughs    and   fhoroauj    or,    if   you    gre    in    an   adventurous 
mood    and  wish   to   relive    the   romantic  past  you   can  read 
John  Buchsn,    Sabatini,    and   the    legendary  Homer  will 
take   you   through   some    of   the   greatest   of    all    adventures 
m   the   ILIAD   and    the  ODYSSEY.    If   you    are    in    a  light 
mood,    Robert   Renchley    and    a  host   of   others    await   yonr 
call.    You    can  pick   a  cd  mp anion  for    c^ny  mood    and   the   long 
winter   evenings  need  never  be    loiBesome.   With   the   greatest 
minds   of   the   world    as    companions,    if  he   will   only  have 
them,    the   for  enter   need  never   become   narrow. 

Mathhew   Arnold   said,    "And  because  men    are    all 
members   of   one   great  whole,    and  the    sympathy  which   is    in 
humrji  nature   will  not    allow  one  member   to   be    indifferent 
to    the  rest   or    to  have    a  perfect   welfare    independent   of 
the    rest,    the   expansion   of   our   humanity  must   be    a 
general   expansion."    And,    as  much  of  human   exchange    of 
thought   is   done   with   the   printed  word,    the    record  of 
the    struggles    and  endeavors   of  man   is   recorded  on    the 
printed  page,    v/e   should    all  have    the   reading  habit, 
especially  foresters   to   whom  extensive  human   companion- 
ship   and   exchange   of   thought   is   sometimes,    to    a  great 
extent,    denied.
